PREFACE 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Hertford. 
Your  Worship,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Hertford  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1962. 

The  chief  features  for  comment  may  briefly  be  summarized  as 
"Good  health  and  an  increasing  population”. 

During  the  year  there  was  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
worthy  of  comment,  though  the  discovery  of  what  was  considered  to  be  a 
suspected  smallpox  contact  on  a train  between  Liverpool  Street  and 
Bishop's  Stortford  on  13th  January  led  at  first  to  considerable  alarm 
throughout  East  Hertfordshire  and  to  a heavy  demand  for  primary 
vaccination  in  adults.  The  lesson  to  be  learnt  from  this  incident  - 
described  in  full  in  the  text  of  the  report  - and  from  the  outbreaks 
which  took  place  in  England  and  Wales  is  the  importance  of  the  most 
recent  recommendation  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  November  1962. 

This  is,  that  when  an  outbreak  occurs  it  is  not  sufficient  to  rely  upon 
outbreak  control  measures  alone.  Routine  vaccinations  should  take  place 
during  the  first  two  years  of  life,  preferably  during  the  second  year, 
and  so  by  maintaining  a high  level  of  vaccination,  the  possibility  of 
the  spread  of  disease  during  an  outbreak  is  reduced,  a better  response 
is  obtained  in  revaccinated  individuals,  and  the  danger  of  primary 
vaccination  in  adults  being  followed  by  unfortunate  sequelae  is  minimized.

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The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  in  mid-1 962 
was  16,670  an  increase  of  620  over  the  1 961  figure.  Thus,  in  two  years 
the  population  of  Hertford  has  gone  up  by  1,330. 

The  number  of  live  births  rose  from  24-1  in  1 961  to  274  in  1 9&2 
while  the  still  births  fell  from  7 to  1 . The  infant  deaths  rose  from  4 
to  7 and  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  deaths  at  all  ages 
were  175,  the  1 961  figure  being  148. 

luring  1962  an  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appointed 
and  it  was  hoped  that  at  last  Mr.  Peck  would  have  some  of  his  burden 
lightened.  Unfortunately  the  person  appointed,  although  he  had  formally 
accepted  the  post  in  writing,  turned  it  down  later  in  favour  of  another 
more  lucrative  appointment.  while  an  action  such  as  this  is  unfortunately 
not  uncommon,  it  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  the  most  ethical  of  procedures. 

The  recommendations  made  in  1959  for  the  improvement  of  the  Covered 
Market  have  not  yet  borne  fruit  but  at  least  the  blossom  has  appeared  in 
that  tenders  for  the  work  have  been  put  out.  Delay  has  been  occasioned 

by  the  fact  that  the  market  traders  took  legal  action  in  an  endeavour 
to  prevent  the  market  being  closed  for  reconstruction,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  1 963  will  see  the  completion  of  this  much  needed  scheme. 

The  demand  for  houses  in  the  Borough  continues  and  in  1 962  the 
number  of  houses  built  was  332. 

I have  pleasure  once  more  in  thanking  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  the  Council  and  in  particular  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  the 
Mayor  for  the  keen  and  helpful  interest  they  have  shown  in  everything 
relating  to  the  health  of  the  Borough. 

Mr.  Peck  has,  as  ever,  continued  to  give  his  valued  support  and 
assistance  which  I much  appreciate.  Mrs  nirby  after  15  years  of  devoted 
service  to  the  Department  retired  in  1962  and  I wish  her  many  years  in 
which  to  enjoy  her  retirement.  I should  like  to  welcome  her  successor 
Mrs.  Newman. 

To  the  other  Chief  Officers  are  due  once  more  my  thanks  for  their 
assistance  and  advice  during  1962.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 
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Once  again  the  population  of  the  Borough  has  shown  a good  upward 
trend,  the  year’s  increase  amounting  to  620  which  is  somewhat  less  than 
the  increase  figure  of  710  in  1 961 . Nevertheless  it  is  obvious  from 
the  figures  over  the  past  few  years  that  Hertford’ s population  is  very 
much  on  the  upgrade . 

The  number  of  inhabitated  dwellings  in  the  Borough  rose  from  4959 
to  5246.  The  number  of  houses  per  acre  was  1 .4. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  total  number  of  live  births  rose  from  241  in  1 961  to  274  in 
1962,  an  increase  of  33,  while  the  still  births  fell  from  7 to  1. 

Though  it  is  difficult  to  account  for  the  remarkable  drop  and  it  cannot 
be  forecast  that  it  will  be  maintained  because  of  the  variations  in 
factors  causing  still  births,  none  the  less  this  fall  from  7 to  1 is 
very  gratifying. 

There  was,  however,  a rise  in  the  infants  deaths  from  4 to  7* 

For  the  twenty-second  successive  year  there  were  no  deaths 
attributable  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  was  175*  The  figure  for 
1961  was  143. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

Once  again  the  usual  pattern  has  emerged  with  Disease  of  the  Heart 
and  Circulation  accounting  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  54  out  of 
175  or  30. 9/-’.  Malignant  disease  in  all  its  forms  is  again  second  with 
33  or  18.9/--  of  the  total.  Out  of  these  33,  10  were  caused  by  Malignant 
Ilisease  of  the  L-ung  or  Bronchus.  Third  on  the  list  come  the  Vascular 
lesions  of  the  N.ervous  System  responsible  for  25  deaths  or  M+.Jfc. 

The  deaths  in  children  under  1 year  of  age  'which  varied  from  30  mins, 
to  4 months  were  caused  by  Prematurity  2.  Congenital  Defects  4.  and 
Upper  Respiratory  Infection  1 . 

The  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  the  Borough  at  all  ages  is  to  be 
found  at  page  12. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  is  nothing  of  consequence  to  comment  upon  in  the  infectious 
disease  field.  There  follows  an  account  of  the  incident  which 
precipitated  the  smallpox  scare  early  in  the  year. 

Early  in  January  cases  of  Smallpox  imported  from  Pakistan  were 
reported  from  London,  Birmingham,  Cardiff  and  Bradford.  Later  in  the 
year  an  outbreak  also  occurred  in  G-lamorgan. 

On  13th  January  a girl  collapsed  in  Harrow  and  was  taken  by 
ambulance  to  hospital  where  she  subsequently  died.  Later  that  day  the 
ambulance  which  took  her  to  hospital  conveyed  three  patients  who  were 
being  discharged  from  hospital  to  Liverpool  St.  Station  where  one  of  them 
wa s placed  in  a train  to  .Bishops  Stortford.  At  Bishops  Stortford  the 
patient  was  met  by  an  ambulance  and  taken  home  to  Essex. 

After  admission  to  hospital,  the  symptoms  of  the  girl  who  had 
collapsed  led  to  a provisional  diagnosis  of  smallpox  being  made.  In 
consequence,  the  hospital  was  closed,  Liverpool  St.  Station  was  informed 
and  the  train  which  conveyed  the  returning  patient  to  Bishops  Stortford 
was  taken  out  of  service  at  Broxbourne  at  10.28  p.m.  Here  the  police 
advised  passengers  to  seek  vaccination  from  their  own  doctors. 

Reports  which  started  to  reach  me  late  on  the  night  of  Saturday 
13th  January  were  confused  and  contradictory.  It  was  well  into  the 
early  hours  of  Sunday  morning  before  a clear  picture  began  to  emerge,  and 
this  was  largely  due  to  the  invaluable  assistance  I received  from  the 
Hertford  Ambulance  Station,  in  particular  to  the  Ambulance  Supervisory 
Officer  on  duty,  to  whom  I am  much  indebted. 

In  the  meantime  doctors  in  many  parts  of  East  Herts,  were  being 
wakened  with  demands  for  immediate  vaccination.  Early  on  Sunday  morning 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  procurement  of  stocks  of  vaccine. 

On  Sunday  14th  January,  however,  a post  mortem  examination  on  the 
deceased  girl  revealed  that  the  cause  of  death  was  not  smallpox  at  all, 
and  the  hospital  was  accordingly  re-opened. 

As  soon  as  the  full  facts  became  known,  especially  the  important 
fact  that  there  was  no  question  of  smallpox,  all  doctors  and  authorities 
concerned  were  informed  and  a comprehensive  statement  was  made  to  the 
Press,  to  whom  I am  very  grateful  for  the  wide  publicity  they  gave  in  ordej 
to  allay  alarm.  This  emphasizes  the  important  role  the  Press  can  play 
in  assisting  the  Health  Department. 


infectious  Diseases 
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Despite  the  fact  that  there  was  no  cause  for  alarm,  doctors  in  East 
Hertfordshire  as  elsewhere  in  the  country  were  overwhelmed  by  requests  for 
vaccination  from  persons  who  could  not  remotely  be  deemed  to  be  contacts. 

This  diverted  supplies  of  vaccine  from  the  areas  where  they  -were 
most  needed  to  such  an  extent  that  for  a time  a National  Rationing 
System  had  to  be  imposed.  This  was  relaxed  as  additional  stocks  of 
vaccine  became  available. 

The  lesson  to  be  learnt  from  this  local  incident  as  well  as  from 
the  genuine  outbreaks  elsewhere  is  the  importance  of  infant  vaccination 
as  pointed  out  in  the  preface  to  this  report. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


On  1st  January,  19^2  there  were  95  cases  on  the  Register, 

87  suffering  from  pulmonary  and  8 from  n on-pulmonary  disease. 

During  the  year,  two  new  pulmonary  cases  were  discovered  and  six 
new  patients  with  pulmonary  disease  moved  into  the  district.  One 
non-pulmonary  case  was  restored  to  the  register.  Thus  9 cases  were 
added  during  the  year. 

On  the  other  hand,  three  pulmonary  cases  died  ( 2 from  other  causes) , 
five  pulmonary  and  one  non-pulmonary  patient  left  the  district. 

Eighteen  pulmonary  patients  were  pronounced  cured,  in  one  instance  the 
diagnosis  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  not  confirmed,  while  five 
pulmonary  and  two  non-pulmonary  patients  /ere  lost  sight  of.  This 
made  a total  of  35  cases  removed  from  the  Register,  g'iving  a figure 
at  the  end  of  the  year  of  69,  of  which  6 we re  non-pulmonary.  This  is 
much  more  satisfactory  than  95  but  is  still  not  good.  It  bears  out, 
however,  the  fact  that  though  the  mortality  from  tuberculosis  has  been 
enormously  reduced,  the  morbidity  has  not  gone  down  proportionately. 

3E7AGE 


During  the  summer  of  1 962  the  inhabitants  of  Hertford  were 
plagued  by  a very  unpleasant  smell  coming  from  the  sludge,  due  to  a 
reduction  in  sludge  digestion  capacity  because  of  a heavy  deposit  of 
silt  in  the  sludge  tanks.  The  silt  was  removed  in  the  late  summer 
after  which  conditions  improved. 

This  was  by  no  means  the  first  time  that  an  offensive  smell 
was  complained  of,  and  it  is  caused  by  any  upset  in  the  normal 
digestion  process  which  takes  place  in  the  cold  digestion  tanks. 
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Two  alternative  measures  to  alleviate  this  are  possible. 

One  is  to  effect  a junction  with  the  existing  trunk  sewer  which  leads 
to  the  large  disposal  plant  at  Ryemeads.  This  is  the  measure  of  choice 
and  has  already  been  agreed  to  by  the  Ministry  but  unf ortunately  it 
may  yet  be  a matter  of  years  before  it  can  be  effected  as  Ryemeads  at 
present  has  not  the  capacity  to  deal  with  the  increasing  intakes  which 
it  is  anticipating. 

The  other  alternative  is  to  find  a means  by  which  the  normal 
sludge  digestion  may  be  speeded  up  and  not  inhibited  by  factors  such  as 
silt  or  cold  weather.  Methods  of  achieving  this  are  under  consideration. 

The  smell  which  emanates  from  the  works  comes  from  the  sludge 
and  the  normal  working  of  the  plant  is  not  affected  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  repeated  examinations  of  the  effluent  have  shown  a 
satisfactory  analysis. 

HERTFORD  OLD  PEOPLES  ~.~ELFA HR  COMMITTEE . 

The  Clubs  represented  on  the  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee 
are  the  Evergreen  Club,  the  Jatton-at-Stone  Club  and  the  Sele  Farm 
Friends  and  Neighbours  Club,  and  they  all  experienced  a year  of  great 
activity. 


The  Evergreen  Club  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  D.Dye  who  had  been 
Chairman  for  many  years.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  G-.B. Tomlin.  The  Club 
largely  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  organisation  of  its  Secretary, 

Mr,  Burr,  ran  two  very  successful  holidays  at  Margate,  one  in  May,  and 
one  in  September  which  were  enjoyed  by  some  thirty  to  forty  persons. 

The  Jatton-at-Stone  Club  had  a very  successful  year  and  won  one 
first  prize,  one  third  prize,  and  two  highly  commended  Certificates  in 
the  County  Handicrafts  Exhibition  at  1 are.  They  were  also  runners  up 
for  the  Silver  Salver. 

The  Sele  Farm  Club  held  its  own  handicraft  exhibition  in  July  to 
which  each  one  of  its  35  members  contributed  at  least  one  item. 

The  Committee  is  considering  the  question  of  having  an  exhibition 
of  the  handicrafts  and  hobbies  of  elderly  people  living  in  and  around 
Hertford. 

Members  of  the  Visiting  Committee  visited  old  people  at  regular 
intervals  of  a week  or  longer  according  to  their  needs. 

Especial  thanks  are  due  to  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Round  Table,  the 
V7.V.S.  the  Inner  Wheel  and  the  Good  Companions  for  innumerable  acts  of 
assistance  and  support. 
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HERTFORD  BOROUGH  ACCIDENT  PREVENTION  COMMITTEE 
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The  Committee  continued  its  monthly  meetings  throughout  the 
year. 

Co-operation  from  the  Hertford  and  District  Dog  Training  Society 
was  offered  with  a view  to  improved  dog  control  and  the  prevention 
of  road  accidents  in  which  dogs  were  involved  or  primarily 
responsible. 

A letter  setting  out  "Do’s  and  Dont' s for  Home  Safety"  was  sent 
to,  and  kindly  published  by,  the  Hertfordshire  Mercury. 

The  Committee  agreed  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Hare  Safety 
Committee  that  double  white  lines  should  be  painted  on  the  road 
between  the  Nag's  Head,  Hertford,  and  Scott's  Road,  Ware,  when  the 
approved  4-0  miles  per  hour  speed  limit  in  the  Hertford  - Ware  Road 
came  into  force.  The  Committee  decided  to  ask  the  Borough  Council 
to  approach  the  County  Council  on  this  matter.  In  view,  however, 
of  the  limitations  on  double  white  lines  imposed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Transport,  it  was  found  to  be  impracticable  to  follow  out  the 
Committee's  suggestion. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Hertford  Junior  Accident 
Committee  won  the  North  Herts.  Road  Safety  Juiz.  The  winning  team 
were  presented  with  awards  by  the  Mayor,  Councillor  J.J. Forrester, 
on  10th  September,  1962. 

A letter  relating  to  the  misuse  of  fireworks  and  precautions  in 
their  use  prepared  by  Mr.  Whiting  was  sent  to  the  Press  in  October 
in  anticipation  of  ^th  November. 

The  third  Annual  Car  Rally  was  held  at  the  main  ccr  park  in 
September  and  attracted  an  entry  of  4-3,  only  one  fewer  than  that  of 
the  previous  year.  The  rally  comprised  a maintenance  check,  a brake 
test,  a parking  test,  a driving  test  and  a test  upon  knowledge  of  the 
Highway  Code.  Only  5 entrants  failed  to  pass.

GENERAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Council's  Sele  Farm  housing  estate  has  continued  to  develop 
throughout  the  year  and  is  now  almost  completed.  All  properties 
being  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system. 

During  the  year  work  has  also  continued  on  the  development  of 
two  large  private  enterprise  residential  estates  situated  at  Bengeo 
and  Horns  Mill  respectively,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  development 
was  approaching  completion.  The  development  of  a further  small  estate 
off  Woodlands  Mount  is  well  advanced,  and  this,  together  with  xhose 
previously  referred  to,  have  virtually  accounted  for  all  the  areas 
zoned  for  residential  development  in  the  town  plan,  apart  from  small 
items  of  infilling. 


HERTFORD  BOitOUGH  -RATER  SUPPLIES 

Water  supplies  within  the  Borough  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Lee  Valley  Water  Company. 

All  water  supplied  within  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  five 
Boreholes  sunk  in  chalk,  at  Molewood  Road,  Wades  mi  11  Road  (2)  , Hartham 
Lane  and  at  Port  Hill,  all  these  boreholes  being  within  the  Borough 
boundary.  x'rom  ahese  boreholes  sufficient  water  can  be  obtained  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  town  for  many  years. 

The  low  level  parts  of  the  town  are  supplied  via  the  reservoir 
situate  at  the  top  of  Port  Hill,  the  supply  to  the  higher  parts  of  the 
town  being  via  the  Bengeo  Water  Tower,  though  the  pressure  in  the  mains 
supplying  the  high  ground  to  the  south  is  assisted  and  maintained  from 
the  recently  constructed  high  level  reservoir  at  Hertford  Heath  (Little 
Amwell)  . 

Reports  on  water  samples  taken  during  the  calendar  yen-  1962, 
from  the  Borough  supplies  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  were  all 
satisfactory,  there  being  60  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  30  for  chemical  analyses.  The  samples  are  obtained  at  each  of  the 
various  stages  in  distribution,  from  each  of  the  pumping  stations, 
at  the  water  tower,  from  the  two  reservoirs,  and  as  it  reaches  the 
consumer. 
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SEV.rAG-E  DISPOSAL 

The  activated  sludge  treatment  plant  at  the  Mead  Lane  dorks  has 
continued  to  operate  efficiently  during  the  year  so  far  as  the 
purification  section  is  concerned,  and  good  analysis  of  effluents 
have  been  obtained. 

During  the  summer  period  there  were  further  complaints  of  smell 
which  v/as  due  to  insufficiently  digested  sludge.  The  cause  of  this 
was  traced  to  insufficient  digestion  period  as  a result  of  a build  up 
of  silt  in  the  primary  digestion  tanks  and  special  works  were  carried 
out  to  remedy  this  position,  after  which  a satisfactory  sludge  was 
obtained  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  corporation  has  continued  to  use  the  Foxholes  Farm  Refuse 
tip  for  the  control  tipping  of  domestic  refuse  and  the  volume  of 
refuse  collected  continues  to  increase. 

Salvage  has  been  disposed  of  at  the  best  prices  obtainable.

The  swimming  pool,  110  feet  long  and  42  feet  wide  and  varying  in 
depth  from  3- ft  6-ins  to  J-ft  10-ins,  is  provided  with  two  diving  spring 
boards  of  30  metre  and  1 -metre  heights,  and  is  illuminated  when  necessary 
at  evening  time  by  twelve  500  watt  tungsten  flood  lamps  mounted  on  steel 
columns.  The  pool  contains  some  168,000  gallons  of  water  continuously 
filtered  through  horizontal  type  filters,  chlorinated  and  subject  to 
p H control.  The  water  is  maintained  at  a temperature  of  about  JO  , 
heating  being  carried  out  by  an  oil  fired  boiler  using  200  seconds 
fuel  oil. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological 
examination  with  consistently  satisfactory  reports.  Three  samples  are 
submitted  on  each  occasion,  one  from  each  of  the  shallow,  middle  and  deep 
ends  of  the  pool. 
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PUBLIC  HOT  BATHS 

The  Public  Hot  Baths  which  are  owned  and  run  by  the  Council 
are  situate  at  the  Bircherley  Green  car  Park. 

The  number  of  baths  provided  during  1 962  was  4,342,  this 
number  being  a further  decline.  The  decrease  is  again  attributed 
partly  to  the  housing  programme  and  partly  to  the  provision  of 
baths  in  existing  houses  either  privately  or  by  means  of  improvement 
grants .

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General 

Normal  work  of  the  Department  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  was 
carried  out  during  the  year,  this  including  various  minor  repairs  to 
property  and  works  of  drainage  maintenance  and  cleansing,  which, 
together  with  the  majority  of  complaints  which  required  action  under 
the  above  Acts,  were  dealt,  with  informally.  There  were  no  special 
problems  of  note  which  required  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Disease's  and  disinfections 

With  the  continuing  low  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  the 
Borough,  only  a nominal  amount  of  time  is  now  required  in  connection 
with  this.  Occasional  additional  disinfections  still  continue  to  be 
carried  out  on  request,  these  generally  following  the  death  of  aged  or 
infirm  persons,  and  in  most  instances  also  accompanied  by  a request  for 
the  removal  and  destruction  of  a quantity  of  bedding  and  clothes. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination 

During  the  year,  signatures  of  Doctors  were  authenticated  in  the 
prescribed  form  on  906  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination.  Of  this 
number,  717  were  required  in  respect  to  travel  within  Europe  following  the 
outbreaks  of  smallpox  which  occurred  early  in  the  year.  The  1 89  Certificates 
in  respect  of  travel  outside  Europe  was  slightly  more  than  the  complete  total 
of  137  authenticated  in  1 961  . The  purpose  of  the  authentication  is  to 
provide  proof  to  those  health  authorities  abroad  who  require  it,  that  the 
signature  of  the  person  issuing  the  certificate  is  that  of  a registered 
Medical  Practitioner.  The  authentications  by  the  department  are  in 
respect  of  the  signatures  of  doctors  practising  in  the  area  and  which  are 
well  known  to  the  department. 

Litter 


The  occasional  litter-dumping  along  road  verges  in  the  more 
rural  parts  of  the  town  has  been  minimized  by  the  Council's  free 
collection  of  disused  articles  of  a household  nature,  this  being 
separate  from  the  weekly  refuse  collection  and  mainly  concerns  more 
bulky  articles  such  as  mattresses,  bedsteads  and  furniture  etc.. 

On  one  occasion  during  the  year,  the  spilling  of  tarmac  from 
a lorry  along  a considerable  stretch  of  roadway  was  ’witnessed,  though  in 
this  event  the  matter  was  followed  up  by  the  police  and  a conviction 
obtained  in  respect  to  an  insecure  load.  Supporting  evidence  by 
the  Department  was  not  required  by  the  Court,  a plea  of  guilty  having 
been  made. 
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Dirty  or  verminous  premises 

With  the  present  day  universal  use  of  residual  insecticides, 
whether  by  liquid,  dust  or  vapour,  the  number  of  infestations  dealt  with 
by  this  department  remains  at  a minimum,  though  the  occasional  request 
for  advice  is  still  received.  This  is  no  doubt  also  due  to  the 
considerably  improved  standards  set  and  maintained  by  the  majority  of 
people  these  days. 

Household  and  darden  j^s_t^__Fly  Nuisances,  etc . 

Several  requests  for  advice  and  assistance  in  connection  with 
the  treatment  and  control  of  general  household  or  garden  pests  are 
received  by  this  department. 

G-enerally  during  the  summer  the  amount  of  fly  nuisance  was  at  a 
negligible  minimum  and  in  the  circumstances  no  active  anti-fly  campaign 
was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

A nuisance  from  flies  was  unfortunately  again  experienced  in 
an  area  close  to  a chicken  farm.  This  nuisance  had  first  developed 
during  the  previous  year  when  a change-over  had  been  made  at  the  farm 
from  the  use  of  deep-litter  houses  to  that  of  staging  over  droppings 
pits.  Active  measures  based  on  the  National  Agricultural  Advisory 
Service  were  continued  through  the  winter  and  intensified  with  the 
summer  months.  During  a short  period  of  increase  in  the  number  of 
flies  early  in  the  summer,  two  national  pest  control  firms  were  also 
consulted  and  further  measures  taken  as  a result  of  their  recommendations, 
particularly  with  regard  to  external  treatments.  The  recommended 
dressings  on  the  external  build-up  of  manure  did  however  appear  to  be 
insufficient  to  eliminate  all  fly  breeding,  and  this  was  then  counteracted 
by  contract  removal  of  the  manure  immediately  on  emptying  from  the  hen 
houses . 

Apart  from  the  complaints  received  in  connection  with  the  above 
infestation,  only  one  other  complaint  of  flies  was  received,  this  being- 
in  respect  of  an  inundation  of  minute  cluster  flies  arising  through  the 
then  existing  weather  conditions  and  being  similar  to  late  autumn 
infestations  dealt  '.with  in  previous  years. 

Licensed  Premises 

The  number  of  Hotels  and  Public  Houses  within  the  Borough 
continues  to  gradually  decrease,  the  total  number  now  being  42,  a 
decrease  of  1 1 since  the  end  of  the  last  war.  During  this  period 
only  one  new  public  house  has  been  built,  one  demolished  (during  1 962)  and 
eleven  altered  and  used  for  other  purposes. 

Although  the  total  number  has  decreased,  those  remaining  have 
generally  been  considerably  improved,  and  major  improvements  having  been 
carried  out  at  some  15  premises  to  provide  additional  and  improved 
sanitary  and  washing  facilities  for  the  patrons  as  well  as  improved  or 
additional  sanitary  or  food  hygiene  facilities  for  the  licensee.  At 
present  one  public  house  has  been  demolished  and  is  being  rebuilt,  and  at 
one  other  premises,  a Trust  House,  a large  annex  is  being  built  at  the 
rear. 
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Movable  Dwellings , _C_a_ravans 

There  is  one  holiday  caraping- caravan  site  within  the  Borough, 
this  site  belonging  to  and  controlled  by  an  organisation  holding  a 
Certificate  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  *who,  by  reason  of  their 
own  camping  rules,  are  exempt  from  the  similar  provisions  of  the 
Hertfordshire  County  Council  Act  and  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  i960. 

Two  Site  Licences  are  operative  in  the  Borough  in  respect  to 
individual  caravans,  and  a further  Licence  in  respect  to  two  caravans. 

One  of  the  individual  caravans  is  permanently  occupied  in  conjunction 
with  a family  use  of  adjoining  property,  the  occupation  of  the  second 
individual  caravan  is  in  connection  with  constant  supervision  of  an 
adjoining  road  surfacing  plant  and  is  limited  to  the  summer  months 
7/hilst  the  plant  is  in  operation.  The  third  licence  in  respect  to  the 
two  caravans  has  a time  limit  expiring  in  1 963  and  was  issued  during 
1962  in  respect  to  an  alternative  and  more  suitable  site  to  that  where 
construction  works  were  in  progress  and  automatic  exemption  would  have 
been  obtained  for  these  caravans  occupied  by  employees  'working  on  the  site. 
During  the  year  one  further  application  in  respect  to  six  caravans  was 
refused  on  the  Town  Planning  Application. 

Although  it  is  fairly  rare  for  holiday  caravans  to  make  a one  or 
two  day  stop  in  this  area,  several  caravans  normally  parked  elsewhere 
for  the  summer  season  are  parked  by  their  local  owners  in  this  area  for 
the  winter. 

The  residential  use  of  caravans  in  connection  with  building  or 
other  operations  does  occur  within  the  Borough,  though  not  to  a large 
extent,  - this  use  being  exempt  from  the  normal  provisions  of  the  Act. 

There  are  no  Gypsy  Settlements  or  gipsies  temporary  or  overnight 
parking  sites  in  regular  or  occasional  use  which  are  situate  within  the 
Borough.  On  one  occasion  at  the  end  of  the  year,  four  caravans  and 
other  equipment  were  parked  in  a paved  yard  at  the  rear  of  Licensed 
Premises  in  the  centre  of  the  town.  Normal  health  requirements  wore 
already  available  at  this  site  which  was  vacated  within  the  28  days 
allowed  by  Town  Planning. 


There  is  now  only  one  Employment  Agency  within  the  Borough 
catering  for  Office  and  Shop  Workers,  the  conduct  and  management  of 
the  agency  being  in  accordance  with  Part  V of  the  Herts.  County 
Council  Act. 


Waterways 

Although  no  canal  boats  or  barges  are  to  bo  seen  on  the  River  Lea, 
there  is  a gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  pleasure  boats  using  this 
waterway.  One  of  the  earlier  barge  docking  areas  has  now  been  converted 
tp  provide  landing  stage  facilities  for  the  pleasure  boat  traffic. 


. 
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Refuse  Ductus 

In  addition  to  the  Corporation's  own  refuse  tip  there  are  two 
other  tips  within  the  Borough  where  Consents  are  operative  in  respect 
to  the  tipping  of  household  or  other  putrescible  refuse.  Both  these 
consents  are  subject  to  normal  conditions  relating  to  proper  control 
during  tipping,  of  the  materials  being  tipped,  e.nd  of  the  prevention 
of  nuisances  arising.  In  both  cases  the  consents  and  the  Town 
Planning  approvals  cover  the  re-habilitation  of  the  area  when  tipping 
is  completed. 


Old  Clay  Pits^  Hertingf ordbury  - Although  some  regular  tipping 
was  at  first  undertaken  when  consent  was  first  given  in  1947,  practically 
no  use  was  made  of  the  pit  during  the  past  year. 

Bramfield  Road  Pit  - Consent  was  given  during  1 961  for  the 
in-filling  with  household  refuse  of  the  worked  out  part  of  the  pit 
area,  though  tipping  had  not  in  fact  been  commenced  by  the  end  of  1962. 


Jre  raises 


The  Borough  being  urban  in  character,  it  naturally  follows  that 
the  number  of  "agricultural  units"  to  which  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1956 
applies  is  limited.  The  sanitary  accommodation  available  to  the  workers 
at  the  three  farms  with  a majority  of  their  area  within  the  Borough 
would  appear  to  be  suitable  and  sufficient  bearing  in  mind  the  provisions 
of  Section  3 (3)  • 


With  regard  to  the  smaller  agricultural  units  within  the  Borough, 
included  being  Chicken  Barms,  Mushroom  Farms,  market  gardens,  small 
holdings  etc.,  these  are  generally  provided  with  some  form  of  sanitary 
accommodation,  either  on  the  site  or  in  the  vicinity.  Many  of  these 
are  however  not  subject  to  the  Act  as  they  are  family  or  individual 
concerns  and  no  other  workers  are  employed. 

He r tf o_r ds^hiro  (Music  and  Dancing)  Regulations,  1 955 

Existing  licences  in  respect  of  23  premises  within  the  Borough 
were  renewed  by  the  County  Council  for  the  year  1962.  All  these 
premises  satisfy  the  Code  of  Practice  adopted  by  the  Borough  Council 
having  regard  to  the  use  of  the  premises,  the  number  of  persons 
attending,  the  frequency  with  which  the  premises  are  used,  and  the 
general  type,  construction,  and  situation  of  the  premises,  and  no 
objection  under  Regulation  5 by  the  Borough  Council  was  therefore  made 
against  the  renewals.  No  applications  for  renewal  were  received 
in  respect  of  two  further  licences  which  therefore  lapsed  at  the  end 
of  1961.  No  new  licences  were  issued  during  1962. 


Routine  visits  continue  to  be  made  to  each  of  the  above  premises 
which  include  - Halls  and  Clubs  14;  Cinema  1;  Licensed  Premises  7; 
and  Cafe  1 . 
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RAG-  FLOCK  OTHER  FILLING-  MATERIALS  ACT  A M-'IIMS 

Although  there  are  no  Licensed  Premises  under  the  Act,  there  is 
one  Registration  within  the  Borough. 

'The  Registered  Premises,  a factory  concerned  with  Upholstery, 
Carpet  Repairs,  Cabinet  Works,  Mattress  Cleaning,  etc.,  receives  routine 
visits  under  the  factories  Act,  these  of  course  covering  a visit  under 
the  Rag  Flock  Act.  No  work  under  the  Rag  Flock  Act  is  at  present  being 
undertaken,  and  normal  use  of  the  premises  does  not  require  registration, 
this  apparently  being  a safeguard  against  a slack  period  when  the  making 
of  new  furniture  could  be  undertaken  to  keep  the  staff  employed,  and 
registration  would  in  fact  then  be  required. 

There  are  no  other  premises  within  the  Borough  where  the  stuffing 
or  lining  of  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  and  of  articles  of  such  other 
kinds  as  is  prescribed  in  the  Act  is  undertaken. 


CONSUMER  PROTECTION  ACT 

Heating  Appliances  _ (F'irogua'rds) _ Regulp. tions^  1 953 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Oil  Heaters  Regulations  on  the 
1st  June,  1962,  a general  survey  was  made  with  regard  to  portable 
domestic  heaters  available  for  sale  in  the  Borough,  though  at  this  time 
of  year,  the  majority  of  these  were  being  held  in  stock.  With  the 
exception  of  three  heaters  which  were  already  withdrawn  from  stock  for 
return  to  the  manufacturers  for  modification,  all  the  oil  heaters  seen 
vrere  taken  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  in  so  far  as  each  was  marked 
as  complying  w ith  British  Standard  3300,  the  standard  on  which  the 
Regulations  are  based.  Routine  visits  of  inspection  were  continued 
later  in  the  year  when  normal  sales  were  resumed. 

During  visits  it  was  also  found  that  all  portable  fires  exposed 
for  sale  in  the  shops,  as  well  as  those  temporarily  withdrawn  into  store 
for  the  summer  months,  were  fitted  with  suitable  guards  according  to  the 
type  of  heater. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

The  Licence  for  the  one  Pet  Shop  within  the  Borough,  a stall  in 
the  Hertford  Covered  Market,  was  renewed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
though  this  later  lapsed  when  the  business  was  discontinued..  In 
addition  to  visits  in  respect  to  this  Licence  by  the  Health  Department, 
supervision  was  also  exercised  by  the  Market  Beadle.  The  Management 
of  the  stall  was  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  under  which  the 
licence  was  granted.

Inspection  of  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
continued  throughout  the  year.  No  special  difficulties  have  been 
experienced,  the  administration  of  the  Regulations  relating  to  either 
the  premises,  the  food  handlers  themselves,  and  the  handling  of  food, 
being  assisted  by  the  co-operation  of  the  trades-people  themselves, 
and  the  requirements  are  generally  being  observed. 

With  one  more  shop  converting  to  self  service  and  one  other 
smaller  shop  discontinuing,  the  number  of  self-service  grocers  in  the 
Borough  remains  at  nine,  though  at  five  of  these  a counter  trade  is  still 
continued  for  bacon  and  luncheon  meats  etc.  As  with  most  places,  very 
little  foodstuffs  are  sold  which  are  not  prepacked. 

Although  no  start  was  made  during  the  year  to  provide  better  stall 
and  sanitary  facilities  at  the  Covered  Market,  the  final  plans  for 
completely  re-equipping  and  internal  planning  of  the  market  as  well  as 
considerable  structural  improvements  was  however  agreed,  and  the  actual 
commencement  of  the  works  taking  place  later  in  1963.  These  improvements 
are  consequent  of  the  Food  Regulations  requirements  for  the  food  stalls.

PREVEflTIOU  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  194$ 

In  view  of  the  advantages  and  convenience  of  use,  practically 
all  treatments  for  surface  infestations  continue  to  be  carried  out 
with  the  use  of  Warfarin  bait. 

The  Council  maintains  a free  service  for  infestations  of  rats 
or  mice.  This  service  has  become  widely  known  and  as  a result  early 
notifications  of  infestations  have  been  received,  and  a single  uniform 
treatment  can  be  given  covering  the  area  affected. 

It  is  required  that  the  cost  of  treatments  at  Business  Premises 
must  be  recovered,  and  agreements  are  in  operation  whereby  twenty-four 
properties  are  treated  as  required,  these,  together  with  other  business 
premises  treated  on  request,  are  charged  for  on  a time  and  material  basis. 

Infestation  of  sewers  having  been  diminished  to  a negligible 
extent  during  the  past  few  years,  no  test  baiting  or  treatment  was 
carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

Early  in  the  year  a letter  to  all  Councils  in  the  Eastern  Region 
was  received  from  the  Regional  Controller  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 
This  drew  attention  to  the  sufficiently  big  increase  of  rats  on  farms 
generally  throughout  the  area  as  to  cause  considerable  anxiety  to  the 
Ministry.  Although  some  increase  had  been  noted  in  the  surrounding 
area,  the  increase  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  Borough  did  not  appear  to 
be  exceptional.  As  with  many  authorities,  more  attention  is  normally 
paid  to  the  urban  area  than  the  open  farm  area,  but  in  view  of  the 
letter,  the  coverage  of  agricultural  land  was  increased  to  prevent  the 
spread  into  the  town,  and  to  eliminate  any  infestation  where  found. 
Infestation  on  farms  had  however  been  kept  under  control  by  the  farming 
community  themselves,  particularly  to  the  west  of  the  town  where 
energetic  measures  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  rabbit  clearance 
committee  appeared  to  have  cleared  what  had  been  a considerable  increase 
in  the  rat  population.
